In that 
hour he identified himself with them in the consciousness of in 
repentance from it, in confession of it. In that hour of baptism we 
see the most solemn and wonderful moment sight of the servant 
of God who had come from the silence and seclusion of Nazareth, 
taking upon himself the burden of human sin. Counting it as if it 
were his own sin. "he was made in the likeness of sinful flesh."
